A PRESIDENTIAL HOWL. 


Mr. Cleveland’s last annual message to 
Congress is little more than a communistic 
essay. 
The government has not kep t faith 
with the p eop le, and the country is going to 
the dogs. 
The rich are getting richer and the 
p oor p oorer; the m anufacturer is the benefi­ 
ciary of the government and is steadily rob­ 
bing the p oor farmer and workingman, great 
combinations or trusts ore leaving the citizen 
in the rear or tramp ling him to death. 
The 
conditions that p roduce these results have ex­ 
tinguished p atriotism, and everybody is liv­ 
ing for the gratification of selfish greed And 
grasp ing avarice. 
The outcome is to be irri. 
taliou. discontent, and p robably revolution, 
nmong those not included in the circle of 
government beneficiaries. 
The farmers are 
ningled out as esp ecial objects if Presidential 
solicitude. They are forced by the tariff to 
p ay enhanced p rices for the things they need, 
while foreign markets fix the p rice for the 
p roducts that they sell. 
Then the working 
men are told that the doom of themselves 
and childreu is p erp etual servitude. 
Mr. 
Cleveland discovers that there is dangerous 
communism in the land, but it is the com­ 
munism of combined wealth and cap ital. 
This is underminiug the justice and integrity 
of free institutions, and making the boast of 
the same “ a glittering delusion, and the p re 
tended boon of American citizenship a shame­ 
less imp osition.” 
It will strike the careful observer of p ublic 
affairs that a remarkable change has come 
over Mr. Cleveland since he went torth two 
years ago on his “ swing around the circle,” 
making Cyclop edia sp eeches and extolling 
the growth and p rogress of the country and 
the blessed freedom of our institutions. 
The 
condition of the p eop le was then so satisfac. 
tory that he fairly glowed with eloquence at 
the contemp lation. 
Even one year ago,when 
he wrote his first free trade message, he did 
not get angry and gnash his teeth. 
He 
thought the farmers and the workingmen in 
p rotected industries were doing a little too 
well, and that the surest way of imp rove­ 
ment would lie to sacrifice some of their 
enormous p rofits. 
The doctrines of the 
two messages are the same, but there is a 
wonderful difference in tone. 
Our institu* 
tions had not then become a “ glittering de 
lusion,” or American citizenship a “ shame, 
less imp osition.” 
All this has hap p ened 
since. 
And the change was sudden. 
It was 
wrought in a single day, and that day was 
the 6th of Novemlier, 1888. 
It will detract largely from the resp ect in 
which Mr. Cleveland is held to know that he 
is churlish over his defeat, and will soften 
the regret felt among his p artisans that he has 
been retired. 
The man who could give vent 
to such communistic and revolutionary senti. 
ments, even in the anger of disap p ointment, 
is the most unfit of all men to be President. 
Any intelligent man who follows the logic of 
those sentiments cannot fail to see that they 
would lead to discontent, the dividing of the 
p eop le into hostile classes, and eventual se­ 
dition, revolution and bloodshed. Were such 
sentiments to be p ut forth by a p ublic man 
holding a resp onsible office under any gov. 
ernmcnt of Europ e, it would lie the signal 
for his instant downfall, if not for his arraign­ 
ment and p unishment for contumacious and 
inflammatory acts. 
Mr. Cleveland and the government will 
soon sep arate. 
It is to be hop ed that in his 
retirement he will become more serene, and 
watch with comp osure the continuance of the 
nation in its career of existence and p rosp er­ 
ity, and eventually learn that it was not de­ 
p endent up on the lead of his “ star of des­ 
tiny,” or fated to countless and measureless 
evils because he is no longer able to exclaim 
“ I am the state.” 
Aside from himself, there 
are few who will not feel that our institutions 
have been strengthened by his coming in and 
going out. 
If it can endure such a President 
as he has made—such an administration as 
he has given—where or what is the evil or 
the danger that it may not calmly face ? 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


President Cleveland has had his last word, 
and the country now turns from the dep art­ 
ing to the coming man. 
Every succeeding 
day Gen. Harrison grows stronger in the es­ 
teem and confidence of the p eop le. 
This 
p rocess began immediately after his nomina­ 
tion. 
His selection was accep ted as due to 
local considerations; au Indiana man was 
wanted, and more consp icuous statesmen from 
sure Rep ublican states step p ed aside to grat­ 
ify one of the p ivotal states. 
The countiy 
did not know much of the modest man whose 
six years of service in the Senate had not 
brought to him more distinction than to 
many of his fellow Senators. 
He was taken 
on the word of his neighbors, who said he 
was a really able and cap able statesman, with 
an abundance of the p eculiar qualities that 
make good Presidents. 
But siuce the nomination the country has 
learned a great deal about Gen. Harrison. 
He did not, indeed, go away from home to 
p ush his canvass, but the p eop le came to 
him in p latoons, regiments and brigades. lie 
had a sp eech for every occasion. 
His first 
went through the country like an electric 
thrill. 
A man had been found whose head 
was not turned by his sudden and giddy ele­ 
vation, who could talk p lain common sense 
with the eyes of the whole nation up on him, 
and friends and foes alike hanging eagerly on 
every word. 
Thus he went on talking from 
day to day to the constantly swelling delega­ 
tions. 
Does anybody remember a word of 
adverse 
criticism 
from 
any 
Demo­ 
cratic quarter 
up on 
a 
single 
sp eech 
or 
remark ? 
He 
sp oke 
without 
reserve on all top ics of p olitical discussion; 
he auggcsted subjects for legislation which 
had not been named in the p latform, and 
they proved him to be a man of wide infor­ 
mation, correct views and sound judgment. 
Democrats came forward and admitted that 
the party had been fortunate in its selection. 
Said Chairman Brice to a leading Rep ubli­ 
can: “ You have a candidate who help s him­ 
self.” These sp eeches made his election sure 
by sweeping away every personal objection. 
They overcame much of the p rejudice of 
partisanship by proving that the-front p lanks 
in Harrison’s platform were fairness and jus­ 
tice to every citizen and to every p art of the 
country . 
His election has brought a change of 
de­ 
meanor. Delegations press upon 
him as be­ 
fore, but they do not come to hear bis views 
01 principles or policy . 
They are anx ious 


up on other themes. 
These are distasteful to 
the President-elect in his p eculiarly delicate 
p osition, and he now exhibits that reticence 
which is as necessary to the good op ihion of 
the country as was the ftCe exp ression of his 
views before. 
Nobody knows his p lans. He 
isgoitigtobe his own Cabinet maker and 
the framer of his own p olicies. 
He is listen­ 
ing while others talk. 
Au anxious visitor a 
few days ago was asked by him to observe 
that he had a small mouth and large cars. 
There is not the slightest doubt anywhere 
that every suggestion of a p ractical and use­ 
ful nature will receive careful attention and 
be given its due weight. 
He has not the 
egotism that would rep el counsel, or cause it 
to be lost. 
But he remembers that he is not 
yet the President, and also that several ad­ 
ministrations have been wrecked before in­ 
auguration day by over-freedom to talk and 
to p romise. 
The coming President 
lias 
shown himself thoroughly informed on na­ 
tional affairs and the p rincip les of gov­ 
ernment. 
He has shown a breadth and lib­ 
erality 
of 
statesmanship 
that 
p leases 
every section and makes it hop eful of the 
best results. 
And he is now showing that he 
can keep his own counsel, the most valuable 
faculty of all for the Chief Executive of the 
n ;tion to p ossess. 
He will have the resp ect, 
the confidence, the good wishes of the whole 
country when he goes to the head of the 
government. 
And with these behind him 
the battle for success is already p ractically 
Won. 


JUDGE LOW'S SUCCESSOR. 


The Democratic newsp ap ers exhibit un­ 
seemly hap p iness over the deatli of Seuator 
Low. 
The Wo rld secs a p oss 
of elect 
ing a Democrat in his p lace, and thus weak­ 
ening the p robability of a Rep ublican and 
County Democracy combination for the over­ 
riding of Gov. Hill’s vetoes. 
This p redic­ 
tion of success must be based on the assump ­ 
tion that victory has weakened the Rep ub­ 
lican p arty. 
It remains to lie seen whether 
this is so. 
The district is Rep ublican, and is 
likely to remain so. 
Gen. Hasrrison’s major­ 
ity at the recent election was 682, and W ar­ 
ner Miller’s 322. 
In 188Ô the Rep ublicans 
carried it for Governor over Hill by 54. 
These things hap p ened when the Democracy 
was in the ascendant and full of courage, 
and when the objects to lie gained were so 
imp ortant as to bring out the full vote. 
It 
should also be remembered 
that 
Mr. 
Stivers carried the district for Congress 
at the late election 
by 
a 
majority 
in 
Orange and Sullivan sufficiently large to 
overcome the adverse vote in Rockland, 
which is included iu the Congressional hut 
not iu the Senatorial district. 
The vote is 
close, and our Rep ublican friends will need 
to be wide awake and to p ut in nomination 
their best man. 
It would be disgraceful to 
p ermit defeat, when such imp ortant interests 
are involved, and when the Rep ublican p arty 
of the whole state is ready to lend all legiti­ 
mate aid and encouragement. 
But there is 
not the slightest danger. 
Judge Low’s sue 
cessor will 1m: a Rep ublican. 


T HE MESSAGE. 


T h e AVail o f O ur G n a t P r e s id e n tia l Sham 
— H e S h ow s th e B itte r n e s s of B efe at. 
[From the New York Press.] 
The message sent yesterday by Grover 
Cleveland to Congress is a unique and, let us 
hop e, comp aratively harmless illustration of 
the length to which a shallow demagogue wil 
go in order to incite and imbitter one class of 
American citizens against another. That p or 
tion of the message devoted to the tariff issue 
•shows how acutely the President feels his de 
feat, and at the same time demonstrates his 
utter incap acity to deal with this question 
a calm, disp assionate, statesmanlike manner 
At times lie almost loses his. temp er and dis 
covers " that the fortunes realized by our 
manufacturers are no longer solely the re 
ward of sturdy Industry and enlightened fore 
sight, but that they result from the discrimi 
uating favor of the government, and are 
largeiy built up on undue exactions from tli 
masses of our p eop le.” 
This assertion is absolutely false. 
The 
home comp etition in this country is as severe 
and healthful as in any country, and to say 
that a manufacturer can succeed here with 
out “ sturdy industry and enlightened fore 
sight ” is a gross libel up on a class of men 
who in honor, integrity, ability and educa 
tion outrnnk the manufacturers of Europ ean 
countries. 
At times the President of the 
United States descends to language and ex 
p ressions of op inion which we might exp ect 
from Herr Most. 
The “ greed of aggregated 
cap ital ” is “ tramp ling to death ” with “ an 
iron heel ” American citizens. 
The “ rich 
are p rotected, the “ toiling p oor” are leit 
to shift for themselves. 
The “ overwhelm 
ing 
cup idity 
and 
selfishness” is “ in 
sidiously” 
undermining 
“ the 
justice 
and 
integrity of free institutions.’ All 
this, he p roclaims, “ is not less dangerous 
than the communism of op p ressed p overty 
and toil which, exasp erated by injustice and 
discontent, attacks witli wild disorder the 
citadel of rule.” There is animosity here 
we might say malevolence—but not judicious 
statesmanship . 
To say that “ selfish greed 
and grasp ing avarice ” have been substituted 
for p atriotic love of country and that “ the 
sordid disregard of all but p ersonal interests'’ 
controls legislation and imp rop erly influences 
the “ suffrages of tiie p eop le” because Grover 
Cleveland was defeated for the Presidency 
fairly gauges the caliber of (lie man who al 
lowed a p rofessional free trader to write the 
message which p ractically brought about his 
defeat. 
F or a man elected to the office of Chief 
Magistrate by the sup p ression of votes, and

with the wrath of defeat. Fora man wiiodid 
not care enough about the Union to shoulder 
a musket for it, and whose p atriotism is of 
that varioloid sort which would op en our 
p orts to the p roducts of the cheap labor of 
Europ e, the President, toward the close of his 
career, shows an alarming anxiety for the 
continued welfare of the rep ublic. 
Acts 
sp eak more strongly than idle words. At the 
time when most of the “ greedy cormorants ” 
he singles out for vitup erative attack were 
either fighting for our free institutions or aid­ 
ing the cause by freely giving of their for­ 
tunes, Grover Cleveland was an indifferent or 
p assive looker-on in Buffalo. 
The mighty is­ 
sue of those times which bathed this rep ub­ 
lic in blood was not sufficient to arouse his 
“ love of country” aud his adoration of “free 
institutions,” his unbounded “ p atriotism,” 
his ideas of “ free government.” 
He talks 
now of the “doom of p erp etual servitude” 
which awaits the wage earners of the coun­ 
try because his free trade ideas have been 
defeated, but is silent, as he always has been, 
in relation to that “doom of p erp etual servi­ 
tude” which hung over the colored p eop le of 
the South and which his free trade Southern 
friends tried to p erp etuate by the sword.

The fact that 
the encouragement of manufacturing indus­ 
tries has increased the value of their iand and 
the p rice of their p roducts, op ened a p rofit­ 
able home market and cheap ened the cost 
of everything they buy, is entirely over­ 
looked, 
and the farmers are 
told that 
the 
foreign 
market 
which 
takes 
ten 
p er 
cent of what 
they raise is 
far more imp ortant to them than the home 
market, which p ays good p rices for ninety 
p er cent. 
This ap p eal to the farmers of the 
country is almost p athetic when coup led with 
tbe recent election returns from the rural dis- 


tricts of New York and Pennsylvania and the 
great Northwestern p rairie states. 
At least 
the American farmer was unable to comp re­ 
hend the Cleveland p aradox of last Decem­ 
ber, that free wool would increase tbe selling 
p rice of wool for the farmer aud at the same 
time reduce the cost to the manufacturer. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


More noticeable than anything that is said 
in the message is the omission of all reference 
to Civil-Service Reform. 
Considering that 
Mr. Cleveland was elected largely up on this 
issue, and that he made it the one con­ 
sp icuous feature of the first half of his Ad­ 
ministration, this silence is signiticent. 
And 
yet, no doubt, the Mugwump s will still con­ 
tinue for three months more to burn incense 
before their idol !—New Yo rk Wo rld .

A PRESIDENTIAL HOWL. 


Mr. Cleveland’s last annual message to 
Congress is little more than a communistic 
essay. 
The government lias not kept faith 
with the people, and the country is going to 
the dogs. 
The rich are getting richer and the 
poor poorer; the manufacturer is the benefi­ 
ciary of the government and is steadily rob­ 
bing the poor farmer and workingman; great 
combinations or trusts are leaving the citizen 
in the rear or trampling him to death. 
The 
conditions that produce these results have ex­ 
tinguished patriotism, and everybody is liv­ 
ing for the gratification of selfish greed /mil 
grasping avarice. 
The outcome is to be irri. 
laliou. discontent, and probably revolution, 
among those not included in the circle of 
government beneficiaries. 
The farmers are 
singled out as especial objects if Presidential 
solicitude. 
They are forced by the tariff to 
pay enhanced prices for the things they need, 
while foreign markets fix the price for the 
products that they sell. Then the working­ 
men are told that the doom of themselves 
and childreu is perpetual servitude. 
Mr. 
Cleveland discovers that there is dangerous 
communism in the land, but it is the com 
munlsm of combined wealth and capital. 
This is undermining the justice and integrity 
of free institutions, and making the boast of 
the same “ a glittering delusion, and the pre 
tended boon of American citizenship a shame 
less imposition.” 
It will strike the careful observer of public 
affairs that a remarkable change has come 
over Mr. Cleveland since he went forth two 
years ago ou his “ swing around the circle,’ 
making Cyclopedia speeches and extolling 
the growth and progress of the country and 
the blessed freedom of our institutions. 
The 
condition of the people was then so satisfac, 
tory that he fairly glowed with eloquence at 
the contemplation. 
Even one year ago,when 
he wrote his first free trade message, he did 
not get augry and gnash his teeth. 
lie 
thought the farmers and the workingmen in 
protected industries were doing a little too 
well, and that the surest way of improve 
ment would be to sacrifice some of their 
enormous profits. 
The doctrines of the 
two messages are the same, but there is a 
wonderful difference in tone. 
Our institu 
tions had not then become a “ glittering de 
lusion,” or American citizenship a “ shame, 
less imposition.” 
All this has happened 
since. 
And the change was sudden. 
It was 
wrought in a single day, and that day was 
the 6th of November, 1888. 
It will detract largely from the respect in 
which Mr. Cleveland is held to know that he 
is churlish over his defeat, and will soften 
the regret felt among his partisans that he has 
been retired. 
The man who could give vent 
to such communistic and revolutionary senti 
ments, even in the anger of disappointment 
is the most unfit of all men to be President 
Any intelligent man who follows the logic of 
those sentiments cannot fail to see that they 
would lead to discontent, the dividing of the 
people into hostile classes, and eventual se­ 
dition, revolution and bloodshed. Were such 
sentiments to be put forth by a public man 
holding a responsible office under any gov 
ernmcnt of Europe, it would lie the signal 
for his instaut downfall, if not for his arraign 
ment and punishment for contumacious and 
inflammatory acts. 
Mr. Cleveland and the government will 
soon separate. 
It is to be hoped that iu his 
retirement he will become more serene, and 
watch with composure the continuance of the 
nation in its career of existence and prosper 
ity, and eventually learn that it was uot de 
pendent upon the lead of his “ star of des 
tiny,” or fated to countless and measureless 
evils because he is no longer able to exclaim 
“ I am the state.” Aside from himself, there 
are few who will not feel that our institutions 
have been strengthened by his coming in and 
going out. 
If it can endure such a President 
as he has made—such an administration as 
he has given—where or what is the evil or 
the danger that it may not calmly face ? 


upon other themes. These are distasteful to 
the President-elect in his peculiarly delicate 
jxMition, and he now exhibits that reticence 
which is as necessary to the good opinion of 
the country as was the ftOe expression of his 
views before. 
Nobody knows his plans. He 
is gotttg to be his own Cabinet maker and 
the framer of his own policies.

He has not the 
egotism that would repel counsel, or cause it 
to be lost. But he remembers that he is not 
yet the President, and also that several ad­ 
ministrations have been wrecked before in­ 
auguration day by over-freedom to talk and 
to promise. 
The coming President 
lias 
shown himself thoroughly informed on na­ 
tional affairs and the principles of gov­ 
ernment. 
He has shown a breadth and lib­ 
erality 
of 
statesmanship 
that 
pleases 
every section and makes it hopeful of the 
best results. 
And he is now showing that lie 
can keep his own counsel, the most valuable 
faculty of all for the Chief Executive of the 
tion to possess. 
He will have the respect, 
the confidence, the good wishes of the w h ole 
country when lie goes to the head of the 
government. 
And with these behind him 
the battle for success is already practically 
won. 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


President Cleveland has had his last word 
and the country now turns from the depart 
ing to the coming man. 
Every succeeding 
day Gen. Harrison grows stronger in the is 
teem and confidence of the people. 
This 
process began immediately after bis nomina 
tion. 
His selection was accepted as due to 
local considcratious; au Indiana man wns 
wanted, and more conspicuous statesmen from 
sure Republican states stepped aside to grat 
ify one of the pivotal states. 
The countiy 
did not know much of the modest man whose 
six years of service in the Senate had not 
brought to him more distinction than 
many of his fellow Senators. 
He was taken 
on the word of his neighbors, who said 
was a really able and capable statesman, with 
an abundance of the peculiar qualities that 
make good Presidents. 
But since the nomination the country has 
learned a great deal about Gen. Harrison 
He did not, indeed, go away from home to 
push his canvass, but the people came to 
him in platoons, regiments and brigades. He 
had a speech for every occasion. 
His first 
went through the country like an electric 
thrill. 
A man had been found whose head 
was not turned by his sudden and giddy ele­ 
vation, who could talk plain common sense 
with the eyes of the whole nation upon him 
and friends and foes alike hanging eagerly on 
every word. 
Thus he went on talking from 
day to day to the constantly swelling delega 
tions.

Said Chairman Brice to a leading Republi­ 
can: “ You have a candidate who helps him­ 
self.” These speeches made his election sure 
by sweeping away every personal objection. 
They overcame much of the prejudice of 
partisanship by proving that the-front planks 
In Harrison’s platform were fairness and jus­ 
tice to every citizen and to every part of the 
country. 
His election has brought a change of de­ 
meanor.

— H e Show s th e B itte rn ess o f D efea t. 
[From the New York Press.] 
The message sent yesterday by Grover 
Cleveland to Congress is a unique and, let us 
hope, comparatively harmless illustration of 
the length to which a shallow demagogue wi 
go in order to incite and imbitter one class of 
American citizens against another. That por 
tion of the message devoted to the tariff issue 
shows how acutely the President feels his de­ 
feat, and at the same time demonstrates his 
utter incapacity to deal with this question i 
a calm, dispassionate, statesmanlike nianne 
At times he almost loses his. temper and dis 
covers " that the fortunes realized by our 
manufacturers are no longer solely the re­ 
ward of sturdy Industry and enlightened fore­ 
sight, but that they result from the discrimi­ 
nating favor of the government, and are 
largely built upon undue exactions from the 
masses of our people.” 
This assertion is absolutely false. 
The 
home competition in this country is as severe 
nnd healthful as in any country, and to say 
that a manufacturer can succeed here with­ 
out “ sturdy industry and enlightened fore­ 
sight ” is a gross libel upon a class of men 
who in houor, integrity, ability and educa­ 
tion outrank the manufacturers of European 
countries. 
At times the President of ihe 
United States descends to language and ex­ 
pressions of opinion which we might expect 
from Herr Most. 
The ” greet! of aggregated 
capital"’ is “ trampling to death ” with “ an 
iron heel ” American citizens. 
The “ rich” 
are protccttd, the “ toiling poor” are lett 
to shift for themselves. 
The “ overwhelm­ 
ing 
cupidity 
and 
selfishness” is 
“ in­ 
sidiously” 
undermining 
“ the 
justice 
aud 
integrity of free institutions.” All 
this, he proclaims, “ is not less dangerous 
than the communism of oppressed poverty 
and toil which, exasperated by injustice and 
discontent, attacks with wild disorder the 
citadel of rule.” There is animosity here— 
we might say malevolence—but not judicious 
statesmanship. 
To say that “ selfish greed 
and grasping avarice ” have been substituted 
lor patriotic love of country and that “ the 
sordid disregard of all but personal interests'' 
controls legislation and improperly influences 
the “suffrages of the people” because Grover 
Cleveland was defeated for the Presidency 
fairly gauges the caliber of the man who al 
lowed a professional free trader to write the 
message which practically brought about his 
defeat. 
For a man elected to the office of Chief 
Magistrate by the suppression of votes, and 
intimidation and murder of voters in many 
states of the Solid South to thus arraign the 
business and manufacturing interests of the 
country and impeach the integrity of those 
who have led far more useful lives than he 
himself has, is, to say the least, a superb ex­ 
hibition of ignorant impudence tinctured 
with the wrath of defeat. Fora mnn wiiodid 
not care enough about the Uuiou to shoulder 
a musket for it, and whose patriotism is of 
that varioloid sort which would open our 
]>orts to the products of the cheap labor of 
Europe, the President, toward the close of his 
career, shows an alarming anxiety for the 
continued welfare of the republic. 
Acts 
speak more strongly than idle words. At the 
time when most of the “ greedy cormorants” 
he singles out for vituperative attack were 
either fighting for our free institutions or aid­ 
ing the cause bv freely giving of their for­ 
tunes, Grover Cleveland was an indifferent or 
passive looker-on In Buffalo. 
The mighty is­ 
sue of those times which bathed this repub­ 
lic in blood was not sufficient to arouse his 
“ love of country” aud his adoration of “ free 
institutions,” his unbounded “ patriotism,” 
his ideas of “ free government.” 
He talks 
now of the “doom of perpetual servitude” 
which awaits the wage earners of the coun­ 
try because his free trade ideas have been 
defeated, but is silent, as he always has been, 
in relation to that “doom of perpetual servi­ 
tude” which hung over the colored people of 
the South and which his free trade Southern 
friends tried to perpetuate by the sword. 
From the “doom of perpetual servitude” 
which he declares awaits the best paid and 
most thoroughly independent working people 
in the world the President passes on to the 
“ long suffering nnd patient ” farmers whom 
he wanted to rob of one profitable industry, 
nameiy, that of wool-growing. The fact that 
the encouragement of manufacturing indus­ 
tries has increased the value of their land and 
the price of their products, opened a profit­ 
able home market and cheapened the cost 
of everything they buy, is entirely over­ 
looked, 
and the farmers are told that 
the 
foreign 
markeL 
which 
takes 
ten 
per 
cent of what 
they raise is 
far more important to them than the home 
market, which pays good prices for ninety 
per cent. 
This appeal to the farmers of the 
country is almost pathetic when coupled with 
th e recen t election returns from the rural dis- 


I am right and the country is wrong. 
Truth is mighty and it will prevail. 
There 
may be some delay, but the rainbow still 
arctics the western sky. Meanwhile, in view 
of the condition which confronts us, permit 
me to confine my remarks on the surplus 
nnd the tariff to such generalities as may be 
read and at once forgotten; aud then we will 
pass on to the usual synopsis of the routine 
business of the several departmenis aud to 
the brief mention of the multitude of minor 
matters that eau properly* be grouped to­ 
gether in an otherwise aimless and inconse­ 
quential document. 
Such is the general 
tenor of the annual message which Mr. Cleve­ 
land sent to (Congress yesterday—the Presi­ 
dent's fourth and last annual message.—New- 
York Sun. 
The message is not as carefully written as the 
President’s otlier official papers, hut its crude 
or awkward phrases count for nothing in 
comparison with its mischievous touc. 
It 
would not be out of place for the Senate 
sharply to rebuke a Chief Magistrate who 
sets himself to inflame blind prejudice and 
lawless passion against employers generally, 
whatever their personal worth or merit, and 
against the institutions and laws which the 
people have recently sustained by their ver­ 
dict. 
Mr. Cleveland gained in reputation for 
courage and candor when he cut through 
disguises and avowed free-trade theories. 
But he does not gain in any respect when he 
gives vent to personal soreness and passion in 
Lia annual message.—New York Tribune.

First-class base ball p layers, who have 
saved the larger p ortion of their salaries can 
afford to act more indep endently than p lay 
ers who squander their money. 
Take Keefe 
and W ahl lor instance. 
Instead of the m an­ 
agement having all to say these p layers act 
and think for themselves. 
Keefe has saved 
about $20,000 of his earnings on the ball field, 
and is going into business, and if tbe m anage­ 
ment of the Nevr-Yorks, in which club he is 
the crack p itcher, does not accede in p art to 
his terms, He ciu well afford to say: “ Gentle 
men, if you do not let me have my say iu 
this m atter you can get another p itcher in 
my p lace. 
I have a business to look after 
and am not dep endent on ball p laying for a 
living.” 
W ard, it is said, is “ sold” to tbe

Now if

Those who ride for p leasure, for the sake of 
the exercise, or to get away from the din aud 
dirt of the city’s turmoil, however, may fre­ 
quently gain a hint or two from the exp eri­ 
ences of others, and looking at the m atter in 
this light, 1 shall be glad to give very briefly 
my views up on the subject. 
Tnere are two 
methods of using a bicycle for p leasure, the 
first for tbe mere exhilaration and excitement 
of self-p rop ulsion, at a brisk p ace, either for 
p hysical develop m ent or to reach a given 
p oint within a given time; the second for the 
more quiet enjoym ent of everything that p er 
tains to outdoor life and nature, 
1 find p lea« 
ure in both form s of the exercise, and think 
that a combination of both conducive to the 
best resultl 
There Is An excitement iq a 30 
hlile dash OUT good roads that must be ex ­ 
p erienced to l)c fully ap p reciated. 
My usual 
gait in accom p lishing such a run is from nine 
to 10 miles an hour, with absolutely as few 
stop s 
as 
p ossible; 
The 
first 
10 
miles 
are 
always 
the 
hardesti 
then 
the 
nuiscles 
siiffe’ii 
to 
their 
Work, 
one gets bis second wind, and even tbe hills 
grow less difficult, aud in my exp erience it is 
less fatiguing to p ull a slid grade by dogged 
p ersistence, and to rest in the saddle after 
wards by sauntering for half a mile, than to 
dismount. 
I never drink u drop of any­ 
thing on the road if it can p ossibly be avoid­ 
ed, a few fruit, lime oi lemon tablets, which 
may be carried in the p ocket, usually reliev­ 
ing thirst, and a bit of ice on a hot day is a 
surer relief than p ints of water as a sum m er 
drink. 
Frequent dismounts, in connection 
with a hot p ace, arc fatiguing, besides af­ 
fording cap ital chance to take cold by a too 
sudden cooling off. 
One can make a busi­ 
ness of resting with far more com fort at the 
end of the journey, iu dry clothing, and after 
a refreshing bath and rub down. 
On the 
other baud, there is no greater joy than 
lo lake the tond 
oil a bright 
m otning 
with a congenial comp anion or two, lady or 
gentleman [though with lady comp anion I 
always use the tricycle], and go forth wilh 
no other object than to sp end a hap p y day, 
wandering at sweet will in the p ure air and 
sunshine. 
The sauntering p ace, the madcap 
coast, the sp eeding over level, sand p ap ered 
stretches, the quiet roadside p auses and the 
delightful “ browsing aud nibbling,” as M au­ 
rice Thomp son p uts it, about the haunts of 
nature, all contribute to make the day so 
. p ent one to live.in memory. 
To my mind, 
this usb of the bicycle—tiiake it tlie means, 
and not the aim of enjoyment—gives th« 
most satisfactory and far-reaching results.

The Ulster County Board of Supervisors 
m et again in Kingston, last uiglit. 
Supervisor Bennett introduced n bill to 
preserve pickerel, black and Oswego bass 
*trod y ellow perch In the two Binnewaters, in 
the town of Esopus. 
The act provides that 
the fish named shall not be caught in the tw 
Binncwaters during the months of December 
January , February and March, no person to 
fish the remaining mouths of the y ear unless 
be is an inhabitant of the town, until he first 
obtains a permit from a Justice of the Peace 
of the town for one day , directing the fisher 
roan not to catch more than 12 pounds of 
fish, the fish caught to be weighed before the 
Justice, the fisherman to pay him SOcentsfor 
the benefit of the poor of the town. 
No in­ 
habitant of the town to have the right to 
catch said fish for market purposes, and at 
no time to be allowed to catch more than 20 
pouuds of fish, the fish to be caught only 
with hook and line. 
Penalty for violation of 
the act $10. 
Referred to tlie Committee of 
the Whole. 
The report of the Committee on Special 
Legislation of the former Board was read. It 
staled that a bill had been introduced in re 
gard to the Superintendent of the Poor re 
cetving indigent and chronic insane at the 
County Asy lum, which was not passed.

The Rev Dr. F 8. dsbou iecturcd iasteveu 
ingin the Clinton Avenue 31. E. Church, 
Kingston, on “ Rambles in Russia.” He be­ 
gan his lecture with a description of the 
steamer trip on the Baltic Set. 
lie said: 
“ The first and only stop was made at Hel­ 
singfors, capital of Finland. 
This place has 
an eventful history . 
It was founded in the 
sixteenth century and has been ravaged by 
war, plague, famine and fire. 
The popple 
are well dressed and as well behaved as 
those of any Continental city . 
After an all­ 
night’s sail CTonstadt, the most important 
seaport and naval fortress of Russia, and 
probably the most strongly fortified city in 
the world; was reached." It lies at the mouth 
of the River Neva, on the banks of which 
St. Petersburg is built. 
The River Neva has 
a narrow and shallow channel, and to enable 
ocean steamers to reach St. Petersburg a 
canal 26 miles in length has been constructed. 
As relates to time Russia is 12 day s be­ 
hind 
t lie 
rest of 
Europe. 
On 
ac­ 
count of hostility to the Rom Uh Church, the 
Greek Church would not adopt the Grego­ 
rian change in the calendar, and therefore 
Russia has a calendar of its own. 
After pass­ 
ing up the canal before mentioned, and near­ 
ing St. Petersburg, the first large object 
which attracts attention is the golden dome 
of St. Isaac’s Cathedral. 
The River is filled 
with vessels of all nations.” 
In speaking of his arrival at St. Peters­ 
burg, the lecturer said: “ 1 had secured pass­ 
ports from the American Minister at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden. 
I had heard that it was diffi­ 
cult for clergy men and Jews to enter Russia. 
The first question asked on alighting at a ho­ 
tel was ‘ Have y ou a passport?’ the next, 
‘ How long do y ou intend to stay ?’ and next, 
‘ Where are y ou going?’ 
When I went to 
Moscow I was compelled to answer these 
same questions. 
On returning to St. Peters­ 
burg 1 delivered my passport to a waiter to 
have it returned in time to go to Berlin but 
there was a hitch at the police office and a 
delay of a day and a cost of $2. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to enter Russia; and the people appear 
unwilling to part with y ou. When a Russian 
citizen leaves his country he is compelled to 
ask permission of the proper authorities; 
must pay for the privilege and promise to re­ 
turn within a specified time or be fined. 
Every highway and railroad on the frontier 
is strictly guarded,and none are allowed to pass 
or repass except those in possession of a pass­ 
port. 
The Russian droshke or cab has the 
races on the outer rim of the axle and 
there are immense y okes on the necks of the 
horses which are driven very fast. 
The pave­ 
ments of Russian cities areVimply abominable 
and totally unlike all other European cities. 
Indeed, the pavements of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow were the only things that gave me a 
home feeling—reminded me of New York. 
It is an open question which has the worst 
streets, either as to cobble stones or dirt. 
As to the Russian hotels it may be said their 
most impressive feature is their high tariff. 
In that respect they exceed any of the hotels 
on the Continent.” 
Later on the lecturer said: “ The higher 
classes of Russia sometimes employ as many 
as three foreign governesses who teach the 
children the English, German and French 
languages. 
Russians excel the people of all 
other nations in the facility with which they 
acquire foreign languages. 
Many of them 
cun speak four or five languages with ease 
and grace. 
St. Petersburg was 
built by 
Peter the Great. 
It is situated on a wide 
marshy spot on the River Neva and elevated 
but little above its banks. 
To build the City 
40,000 men were drafted annually from the 
most distant parts of the Empire. 
The Czar 
superintended 
the 
work 
in person and 
while 
so 
doing 
dwelt 
in 
a small 
cottage, which is still preserved. 
For many 
y eais every cart and vessel coming to the City 
was compelled to bring a certain number of 
stones, which were used iu paving the streets. 
As the stones were of all sizes and shapes the 
wretched appearance of the streets is easily 
accounted lor. 
An authority say s : ‘No one 
can have an opinion of the dangerous situa­ 
tion of St. Petersburg who has not mounted 
the dome of St. Isaac’s Cathedral and viewed 
the immense body of water in which the City 
floats like a bark over-laden with precious 
goods, while the waves seem as if deriding 
the false foundations of the City .’ Guns are 
fired from the fortress whenever the river be­ 
gins to rise, and when it reaches a certain 
point a frequent discharge of cannon warns 
the occupants of cellars to seek refuge up­ 
stairs. 
The City is built upon several is­ 
lands. 
Communication between these and 
the mainland is by bridges. 
St. Petersburg 
is a great City , of 1,(KM)'000 inhabitants. 
Its 
streets are straight and broad, and its public 
buildings are numerous and built on an im­ 
mense scale. 
The City bears no comparison 
to London, Berlin or Paris or even Stockholm. 
It is altogether too angular to be hand­ 
some and the utter destitution of trees, flow­ 
ers and shrubs gives it a cold and barren ap­ 
pearance. 
No churches in the world rival 
those of St. Petersburg in wealth and influ­ 
ence, or in treasures. 
The State Church is 
the Greek. 
It differs from the Church of 
Rome in many respects. 
The Czar is us 
priest. 
The Greek Church does not recog­ 
nize the Pope. 
It denies that the Holy Ghost 
proceeds from the Son ; rejects the doctrine 
of purgatory , nnd marriage is obligatory on 
its secular clergy , although the black priests, 
the Monks, do not marry . The Greek Church 
rejects all massive images of the Savior and 
saints. 
The Russians are great church-goers. 
They go early and late. 
The churches have 
no pews/no reserved places in them. 
All 
the people stand while worshiping, even the 
Emperor himself. 
All are equal before God, 
the proudest noble and the meanest serf. 
The Sabbath is not much observed, except as 
a church-going day . 
The shops are shut,‘as 
in England, during the hours of public wor­ 
ship, but 
all 
places 
of public amuse­ 
ment are afterwards thrown open, and there 
is nothing to remind one that the day is re­ 
garded as holy . 
Their worship is one of 
great pomp and magnificence, of pictured 
Saints, holy relics, processions and banners. 
Services of a modified form are in progress at 
all hours of the day in little shrines along the 
busiest streets and in the very heart of the 
business centres. 
The services occupy about 
two hours,the singing being the most effective 
portion. 
Most of the pray ers are intoned. 
No instrumental music is ever allowed. The 
Cathedral of St. Isaac, a great surprise 
in 
the matter 
of 
wealth 
and magnifi­ 
cence, 
never 
fails to excite admiration. 
It was in course of erection through the 
reigns of three Czars. 
It was begun in 1819, 
and consecrated 40 y ears later, 
it is built of 
granite and marble. 
The foundation cost 
$1,000,000, and the total cost was $12,000,- 
000. 
The portals, of gigantic bronze work, 
are surrounded by 112 pillars, each 00 fed 
high, magnificent, round, highly polished 
columns of a single stone from Finland, 
weighing 128 tons each, and crowned with 
Corinthian capitals of bronze. 
The building 
is surmounted by a dome 66 feet in diameter 
and 296 feet high. 
Tlie whole edifice is sur­ 
mounted by a far-seen golden cross, the top 
of which is 336 feet from the ground. 
The 
walls nnd floors of the 
Cathedral 
are 
of polished 
marble 
of 
various 
colors. 
There are others in St. 
Petersburg of 
beauty and of interest, but none are so beau­ 
tiful 
or so striking as St. Isaac’s. 
The 
house of Peter the Great is situated in a 
garden beside the River Neva. 
It is a little, 
low wooden building 55 feet long and 20 feet 
wide and is the first building erected on the 
site of what is now the Imperial City , and 
where Peter lived while superintending the 
construction of the City . 
It is a humble 
house for one who has figured so largely in 
history . 
A miracle-working picture of the 
Saviour, which Peter constantly kept near 
him,is to be found in the chapel to the left of 
the entrance.” 
“ The murkcts are of two or three grades. 
One is for the rich and another for the poor. 
They are not unlike our own in genera: ap­ 
pearance and furnishings except with the pre­ 


ponderance of salt fish and meats. The Jews 
Quarter is a surprise; 
It is a succession of 
harrow, dirty streets« filled with stifling 
odors. 
The 
Russian Quarter 
presents a 
stranger sight. 
Most of the business is done 
in a sort of open market, where Russians, 
Greeks, Tartars, Cossacks and people from 
every portion of the Empire congregate. 
Second hand clothing is sold iu immense 
quantities. 
It is a common spectacle to see 
men dressed, iu the month of July , in thick, 
heavy , sweltering sheep skins.” 
“ Before I could gain admission to the 
Winter Palace or the ‘Hermitage’ it was neces­ 
sary to procure the endorsement of the Amer­ 
ican Embassy . 
Tlie Winter Palace is said to 
be the finest palace in Europe in many re­ 
spects. 
It is built on an immeuao 
2U*de> is 
four stories or 80 feet high, with a frontage 
of 455 feet, and a breadth of 350 feet. 
It is 
used for ceremonial purposes only . 
It is a 
succession of lofty halls with superb decora­ 
tions. 
Adjoining the Palace is the ‘ Hermi­ 
tage/ a museumjof elegance, jewels, beautiful 
roses,lovely statuary ,costly and world-famous 
pictures without limit. 
The Mining Bchool 
Museum, with its costly collection of min-- 
erals, is probably the richest in the world. 
Its only competitor is the British Museum in 
Londou. 
its specimens of gold alohti kfc 
worth nearly $50,000. 
In it is the largest 
single nugget of gold in the world, and dia­ 
monds and precious stones without num­ 
ber.” 
In speaking of his trip to Moscow Dr. 
Osbon said: 
“ Moscow has a population 
of 
800,000. 
It 
is 
situated 
on 
,two 
rivers, 
and is a 
busy , 
thriving place." 
Historically and intrinsically it is a place of 
surpassing and surprising 
interest. 
The 
Kremlin, the ancient citadel, is surrounded 
by walls with massive towers, battlements 
and embrasures. 
It is iu the heart of the 
City and entered by five gates, the princi­ 
pal of which is the ‘Redeemer’s Gate,’ and 
all Russians, even the Emperor, pass it with 
uncovered heads. 
The other attractions at 
Moscow are the tower of ‘ Ivan the Terrible,’ 
the Assumption.or Coronation Church,where 
the Czar and Czarinas are crowned,and where 
a church has existed siuce 1338; and the 
Church of die Annunciation, where the crown 
cd heads are baptised and married and the Pal­ 
ace.” 
In closing his interesting lecture the speak­ 
er said: “ Tlie endless flatness of the country 
is impressive. 
I saw no mountains. 
They 
are at the extremes. 
The portions of conn 
try I passed through were only imperfectly 
cultivated. 
The houses are mostly of one or 
one and a half stories, and built of wood. 
* 
* * 
Nihilism is a great but hidden 
force. 
It is organized in groups of seven. 
* * 
* The people ot Russia are mainly 
poor, and beggars abound every where. 
In 
Russia I never heard a clear, joy ous, hearty 
laugh. 
I never saw any body really happy . 
I never heard the people, in conversation, 
speak ubove an undertone. 
It is the most de­ 
pressing country on which the sun shines to­ 
day . 
It is the most absolute despotism on the 
face of the globe. 
In leaving Russia I have 
two things for which to lie thankful for: 
First, that I was not born in Russia, and sec­ 
ondly , that 1 am safely out of the country .”

January, February and March, no person to 
fish the rem aining mouths of the year unless 
be is nn inhabitant of the town, until he first 
obtains a perm it from a Justice of the Peace 
of the town for one day, directing the fisher­ 
man Dot to catch more than 12 pounds of 
fish, the fish caught to lie weighed before the 
Justice, the fisherman to pay tiim 50cents for 
the benefit of the poor of the town. 
No in­ 
habitant of the town to have the right to 
catch said fish for m arket purposes, and at 
no time to be allowed to catch more than 20 
pounds of fish, the fish to be caught only 
with hook aud line. 
Penalty for violation of 
the act $10. 
Referred to the Committee of 
the Whole. 
The report of the Committee on Special 
Legislation of the former Board was read. It 
stated that a bill hnd been introduced in re 
gard to the Superintendent of the Poor re 
celving indigent aud chronic insane at the 
County Asylum , which was not passed.

The River is filled 
with vessels of all nations.” 
In speaking of his arrival at St. Peters 
burg, the lecturer said: “ I had secured pass­ 
ports from the American Minister at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden. 
1 had heard that it was diffi­ 
cult for clergymen and Jews to enter Russia. 
The first question asked on alighting at a ho­ 
tel was ‘ Have you a passport?’ the next, 
‘ IIow long do you intend to stay?’ and next, 
‘ W here are you going?’ 
W hen 1 went to 
Moscow I was compelled to answer these 
same questions. 
On returning to St. Peters­ 
burg 1 delivered my passport to a waiter to 
have it returned in time to go to Berlin but 
there was a hitch at the police office an d a 
delay of a day and a cost of $2. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to enter Russia; and the people appear 
unwilling to part with you. W hen a Russian 
citizen leaves his country he is compelled to 
ask permission of the proper authorities; 
must pay for the privilege and promise to re­ 
turn within a specified time or be fiued 
Every highway and railroad on the frontier 
is strictly guarded,and none are allowed to pass 
or repass except those in possession of a pass 
port. 
The Russian droshke or cab has the 
traces on the outer rim of the axle and 
there are immense yokes on the necks of the 
horses which are driven very fast. 
The pave 
m entsof Russian cities are simply abominable 
and totally unlike all other European cities 
Indeed, the pavements of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow were the only things that gave me a 
home feeling—reminded me of New York 
It is an open question which lias the worst 
streets, either as to cobble stones or dirt 
As to the Russian hotels it may be said their 
most impressive feature is their high tariff 
In that respect they exceed any of the hotels 
on the Continent.” 
Later on the lecturer said: “ The higher 
classes of Russia sometimes employ as many 
as three foreign governesses who teach the 
children the English, German and French 
languages. 
Russians excel the people of all 
other nations in the facility with which they 
acquire foreign languages. 
Many of them 
can speak four or five languages with case 
and grace. 
St. Petersburg was 
built by 
Peter the Great. 
It is situated on a wid 
m arshy spot on the River Neva and elevated 
but little above its banks. 
To build the City 
40,000 men were drafted annually from the 
most distant parts of the Empire. 
The Czar 
superintended 
the 
work 
in person and 
while 
so 
doing 
dwelt 
in 
a 
small 
cottage, which is still preserved. 
For many 
yeais every eart and vessel coining to the City 
was compelled to bring a certain number of 
stones, which were used in paving the streets 
As the stones were of all sizes and shapes the 
wretched appearance of the streets is easily 
accounted for. 
An authority says : ‘No one 
can have an opinion ol' the dangerous situa 
tion of St. Petersburg who has not mounted 
the dome of St. Isaac’s Cathedral and viewed 
the immense body of water in which the City 
floats like a bark over-laden with precious 
goods, while the waves seem as if deridin 
the false foundations of the City.’ 
Guns are 
fired from the fortress whenever the river he 
gins to rise, and when it reaches a certai 
point a frequent discharge of cannon warns 
the occupants of cellars to seek refuge up 
stair?.. 
The City is built upon several i 
lands. 
Communication between these and 
the mainland is by bridges. 
St. Petersburg 
is a great City, of l.OOOjOOO inhabitants. 
Its 
streets are straight and broad, ami its public 
buildings are numerous and built on an im 
meuso scale. 
The City bears no comparison 
to London, Berlin or Paris or even Stockholm 
It is altogether too angular to he hand 
some and the utter destitution of trees, flow 
era and shrubs gives it a cold and barren ap­ 
pearance. 
No churches in the world riv: 
those of St. Petersburg in wealth and influ 
ence, or in treasures. 
The State Church 
the Greek. 
It differs from the Church of 
Rome in many respects. 
The Czar is iis 
priest. 
The Greek Church does not reco 
nize the Pope. 
It denies that the Holy Ghost 
proceeds from the Son ; rejects the doctrine 
of purgatory, nnd marriage is obligatory on 
its secular clergy, although the black priests 
the Monks, do not marry. The Greek Church 
rejects all massive images of the Savior and 
saints. 
The Russians arc great church-goers 
They go early aud late. 
The churches have 
no pews. no reserved places in them. 
All 
the people stand while worshiping, even the 
Em peror himself. 
All are equal before God 
the proudest noble and the meanest serf 
The Sabbath is not much observed, except ; 
a church-going day. 
The shops are shut,*! 
in England, «luring the hours of public wor 
ship, hut 
all 
places 
of public 
amuse 
m ent are afterw ards thrown open, and there 
is nothing to remind one that the day is re 
garderl as holy. 
T heir worship is "one of 
great pomp anti magnificence, of pictured 
Saints, holy relics, processions and banners 
Services of a modified form are in progress at 
all hours of the dav in little shrines along til 
busiest streets and in the very heart of the 
business centres. 
The services occupy about 
two hours,the singing beiug the most effective 
portion. 
Most of the prayers are intoned. 
No instrumental music is ever allowed. The 
Cathedral of St. Isaac, a great surprise 
in 
the m atter 
of 
wealth 
and magnifi­ 
cence, 
never 
fails to excite admiration. 
It was in course of erection through the 
reigns of three Czars. 
It was begun in 1819, 
and consecrated 40 years later. 
It is built of 
granite and marble. 
The foundation cost 
$1.000.000, and the total cost was $12,000,- 
000. 
The portals, of gigantic bronze work, 
arc surrounded by 112 pillars, each 00 feet 
high, magnificent, round, highly polished 
columns of a single stone from Finland, 
weighing 128 tons each, and crowned with 
Corinthian capitals of bronze. 
The building 
is surm ounted by a dome 6G feet in «liamcter 
and 296 feet high. 
Tlie whole edifice is sur­ 
mounted by a far-seen golden cross, the top 
of which is 336 feet from the ground. 
The 
walls and floors of 
the 
Cathedral 
are 
of 
polished 
marble 
of 
various 
colors. 
There 
are 
others in 
St. 
Petersburg of 
beauty and of interest, but none are so beau­ 
tiful 
or so striking as St. Isaac’s. 
The 
house of Peter the Great is situated in a 
garden beside the River Neva. 
It is a little, 
low wooden building 55 feet long and 20 feet 
wide and is the first building erected on the 
site of w hat is now the Imperial City, and 
where Peter lived while superintending the 
construction of the City. 
It is a humble 
house for one who has figured so largely in 
history. 
A miracle-working picture of the 
Saviour, which Peter constantly kept near 
him ,is to be found in the chapel to the left of 
the entrance.” 
The markets are of two or three gradts. 
One is for the rich and another for the poor. 
They are not unlike our own in genera! ap­ 
pearance and furnishings except with thepre- ¡ 


ponaemnce of salt fish and meats. The Jews 
Quarter is a surprise. 
It is a succession of 
harrow, dirty streets) filled with stifling 
odors. 
The 
Russian Quarter 
presents a 
stranger sight. 
Most of the business is doue 
in a sort of open market, where Russians, 
Greeks, Tartars, Cossacks and people from 
every portion of the Empire congregate. 
Second hand clothing is sold in immense 
quantities. 
It is a common spectacle to see 
raeu dressed, in the month of July, in thick, 
heavy, sweltering sheep-skius.” 
“ Before I could gain admission to the 
Winter Palace or the ‘Hermitage’ it was neces­ 
sary to procure the endorsement of the Amer­ 
ican Embassy. 
T he W inter Palace is said to 
be the finest palace in Europe in many re 
spects. 
It is built on an mmieuwj St?nle, is 
four stories or 80 feet high, w ith a frontage 
of 455 feet, and a breadth of 350 feet. 
It is 
used for ceremonial purposes only. 
It is a 
succession of lofty halls with superb decora­ 
tions. 
Adjoining the Pulaco is the ‘ Hermi­ 
tage,’ a museum’of elegance, jt-wels, beautiful 
roses,lovely statuary,costly and world-famous 
pictures without limit. 
The Mining School 
Museum, with its costly collection of min­ 
erals. is probably the richest in the world. 
Its only competitor Is the British Museum in 
London. 
Its specimens of gold alonti nrc 
wortli nearly $50.000. 
In it is the largest 
single nugget of gold in the world, and dia­ 
monds and precious stones without num­ 
ber.” 
In speaking of his trip to Moscow Dr. 
Osbon said: 
“ Moscow has a population 
of 
800,000. 
It 
is 
situated 
on 
two 
rivers, 
and 
is 
a 
busy, 
thriving place: 
Historically and intrinsically it is a place of 
surpassing and surprising 
interest. 
The 
Kremlin, the ancient citadel, is surrounded 
by walls with massive towers, battlements 
aud embrasures. 
It is in tlie heart of the 
City and entered by five gates, the princi­ 
pal of which is tbe ‘ Redeemer’s Gate,’ and 
all Russians, even the Emperor, pass it with 
uncovered heads. 
The other attractions at 
Moscow are the tower of ‘ Ivan the Terrible,’ 
the Assumption,or Coronation Church,where 
the Czar and Czarinas arc crowned,and where 
church has existed siuce 1338; and the 
Church of the Annunciation, where the crown 
cd heads arc baptised and married and the Pal­ 
ace.” 
In closing his interesting lecture the speak­ 
er said: “ The endless flatness of the country 
is impressive. 
I saw no mountains. 
They 
are at tlie extremes. 
The portions of coun 
try I passed through were only imperfectly 
cultivated. 
The houses are mostly of one or 
one and a half stories, and built of wood. 
* * 
Nihilism is a great but hidden 
force. 
It is organized in groups of seven. 
* 
* 
The people ot Russia are mainly 
poor, and beggars abound everywhere. 
In 
Russia 1 never heard a clear, joyous, hearty 
laugh. 
1 never saw anybody really happy. 
I never heard the people, in conversation, 
speak above an undertone. 
It is the most de­ 
pressing country on which the sun shines to­ 
day. 
It is the most absolute despotism on the 
face of the globe. 
In leaving Russia I have 
two things for which to be thankful for: 
First, that I was not horn in Russia, and sec 
ondly, that 1 am safely out of the country.”

A PRESIDENTIAL HOWL. 


Mr. Cleveland’s last annual message to 
Congress is little more than a communistic 
essay. 
The government has not kept faith 
with the people, nnd the country is going to 
the dogs. 
The rich are getting richer and the 
poor poorer; the manufacturer is the benefi­ 
ciary of the government and is steadily rob 
bing the poor farmer aud workingman; great 
combinations or trusts are leaving the citizen 
in the rear or trampling him to death. 
The 
conditions that produce these results have ex­ 
tinguished patriotism, nnd everybody is liv­ 
ing for the gratification of selfish greed /md 
grasping avarice. 
The outcome is to be irri. 
lotion, discontent, and probably revolution, 
Among those not included in the circle of 
government beneficiaries. 
The farmers are 
singled out as especial objects if Presidential 
solicitude. 
They are forced by the tariff to 
pay enhanced prices for the things they need, 
while foreign markets fix the price for the 
products that they sell. 
Then the working 
men are told that the doom of themselves 
and children is perpetual servitude. 
Mr. 
Cleveland discovers that there is dangerous 
communism in the land, but it is the com­ 
munism of combined wealth nnd capital. 
This is undermining the justice nnd integrity 
of free institutions, and making the boast of 
the same “ a glittering delusion, and the pre 
tended boon of American citizenship a shame 
less imposition.” 
It will strike the careful olscrvcr of public 
affairs that a remarkable change has come 
over Mr. Cleveland since he went forth two 
years ago on his “ swing around the circle, 
making Cyclopedia speeches and extolling 
the growth and progress of the country and 
the blessed freedom of our institutions. 
The 
condition of the people was then so satisfac. 
tory that he fairly glowed w ith eloquence at 
the contemplation. 
Even one year ago,when 
he wrote his first free trade message, he did 
not get angry and gnash his teeth. 
Ile 
thought the farmers and the workingmen in 
protected industries were doing a little too 
well, and that the surest way of improve­ 
ment would lie to sacrifice some of their 
enormous profits. 
The doctrines of the 
two messages are the same, but there is a 
wonderful difference in tone. 
Our institu* 
lions had not then become a " glittering de^ 
lusion.” or American citizenship a " shame. 
less imposition." 
All this has happened 
since. 
And the change was sudden. 
It was 
wrought in a single day. and that day was 
the 6th of Noveml*er, 1888. 
It will detract largely from the respect in 
which Mr. Cleveland is held to know that he 
is churlish over his defeat, and will soften 
the regret felt among bis partisans that be has 
licen retired. 
The man who could give vent 
to such communistic and revolutionary senti. 
meats, even in the anger of disappointment, 
is the most unfit of all men to be President. 
Any intelligent man who follows the logic of 
those sentiments cannot fail to see that they 
would lead to discontent, the dividing of the 
people into hostile cia scs, and eventual se­ 
dition, revolution and bloodshed. Were such 
sentiments to be put forth by a public man 
holding a responsible office under any gov. 
eminent of Europe, it would lie the signal 
for his instant downfall, if not for his arraign­ 
ment and punishment for contumacious aud 
inflammatory acts. 
Mr. Cleveland and the government will 
soon separate. 
It is to be hoped that iu his 
retirement he will become more serene, and 
watch with composure the continuance of the 
nation in its career of existence nnd prosper­ 
ity, and eventually learn that it was uot de 
pendent upon the lead of his “ star of des 
tiny," or fated to countless and measureless 
evils because he is no longer able to exclaim 
•* I arn the state." 
Aside from himself, there 
are few who will not feel that our institutions 
have been strong!hetMsi bv his coming in and 
going out. 
If it can endure such a President 
as he bas made—such an administration as 
he has given—where or what is the evil or 
the danger that it may not calmly face ? 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


President Cleveland has had his last word, 
and the country now turns from the depart­ 
ing to the coming man. 
Every succeeding 
day Gen. Harrison grows stronger in the es­ 
teem and confidence of the people. 
This 
process began immediately after his nomina 
tion. 
His 8611*01100 was accepted as due to 
local considerations; au Indiana man was 
wanted, and more conspicuous statesmen from 
euro Republican states stepped aside to grat­ 
ify one of the pivotal states. 
The commy 
did not know much of the modest man w hose 
six years of service in the Senate had not 
brought to him more distinction thao to 
many of his fellow Senators. 
He was taken 
on the word of his neighbors, who said he 
was a really able and capable statesman, with 
an abundance of the peculiar qualities that 
make good Presidents. 
But siuce the nomination the country has 
learned a great deal about Gen. Harrison. 
He did not, indeed, go away from home to 
push his canvass, but the people came to 
him in platoons, regiments and brigades. He 
had a speech for every occasion. 
His first 
went through the country like an electric 
thrill. 
A man had been found whose head 
was not turner! by his sudden and giddy ele­ 
vation, who could talk plain common sense 
with the eyes of the whole nation upon him, 
and friends and foes alike banging eagerly on 
every word. 
Thus be went on talking from 
day to day to the constantly swelling delega 
lions.

He 
spoke 
without 
reserve on all topics of political discussion; 
be suggested subjects for legislation which 
had not been named in the platform, and 
they proved bim to be a man of wide infor­ 
mation, correct views and sound judgment. 
Democrats came forward and admitted that 
the party bad been fortunate in its selection. 
Said Chairman Brice to a leading Republi­ 
can: “ You have a candidate who helps him- 
■elf." These speeches made his election sure 
by sweeping away every personal objection. 
They overcame much of the prejudice of 
partisanship by proving that the/root planks 
is Harrison’s platform were fairness and jus­ 
tice to every citizen and to every part of the 
country. 
His election has brought a change of de­ 
meanor. 
Delegations press upon bim as be­ 
fore, but they do not come to hear his views 
Cf principles or policy. 
They are anxious 


upon other themes. 
These are distasteful to 
the President elect In his peculiarly delicate 
position, and he now exhibits that reticence 
which is os necessary to the good opinion of 
the country as was the free expression of his 
views before. 
Nobody knows his plans. He 
is gotttg to be his own Cabinet maker and 
the framer of his own policies. 
Ile is listen- 
iug while others talk. 
Au anxious visitor a 
few* days ago was asked by him to observe 
that he bad a small mouth and large ears. 
There is not the slightest doubt anywhere 
that every suggestion of a practical an i use­ 
ful nature will receive careful attention nnd 
be given its due weight. 
He has not the 
egotism that would repel counsel, or cause it 
to be lost. 
But he remembers that he is not 
yet the President, and also that several ad­ 
ministrations have been wiecked before in­ 
auguration day by over-freedom to talk and 
to promise. 
The coming President 
has 
shown himself thoroughly informed on na­ 
tional affairs and tile principles oi 
gov­ 
ernment. 
He lins shown a breadth and lib­ 
erality 
of 
statesmanship 
that 
pleases 
every section and makes it hopeful of the 
best results. 
And he is now showing that he 
can keep his own counsel, the most valuable 
faculty of all for the Chief Executive of the 
n lion to possess. 
He will have the respect, 
the confidence, the good wishes of the whole 
country when lie goes to the head of the 
government. 
And with these behind him 
the battle for success is already practically 
won. 


JUDGE L O W S SUCCESSOR. 


Tim Democratic newspapers exhibit un­ 
seemly happiness over the death of Senator 
Low. 
The World secs a poss 
of dec' 
lug a Democrat in his place, and thus weak­ 
ening the probability of a Republican and 
County Democracy combination for the over 
riding of Gov. Hill’s vetoes. 
This predic­ 
tion of success must be based on the assump­ 
tion that victory has weakened tile Repub­ 
lican party. 
It remains to lie seen whether 
this is so. 
The district is Republican, and is 
likely to remain so.

The message sent yesterday by Grover 
Cleveland to Congress is a unique and, Ii t us 
hope, comparatively harml ss illustration of 
the length to which a shallow demagogue w iii 
go in order to incite and imbiiter one citua of 
American citizens against another. That por 
tion of the message devoted to the tariff issue 
shows how acutely the President feels his de 
feat, and at the same time demonstrates his 
utter incapacity to ileal with lids question in 
a calm, dispassionate, statesmanlike manner.

To say that “ selfish greed 
anil grasping avarice " have been substituted 
for patriotic love of country and that “ the 
sordid disregard of all hut personal interests" 
controls legislation and improperly influence* 
the “ suffrages of tile people" because Grover 
Cleveland was defeated for Ila* Presidency 
fairly gauges the cal i tar of the mail whoa! 
lowed a professional free trader to write tile 
message which practically brought about his 
defeat. 
For a man electa) to the office of Chief 
Magistrate by the suppression of vote* and 
intimidation and murder of voters in many 
states of the Solid South to thus arraign the 
business and manufacturing interests of the 
country and impeach the integrity of those 
who have led far more useful liven than lie 
himself has, is, to say the least, a superb ex­ 
hibition of ignorant impudence tinctured 
with the wrath of defeat.

great Northwestern prairie states. 
At least 
the American farmer was unable to compre­ 
hend the Cleveland paradox of last Decem­ 
ber, that free wool would increase the selling 
price of wool for Hie farmer aud at the same 
time reduce the cost to tile manufacturer. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


More noticeable than anything that is said 
In Hie message is Hie omission of all reference 
to C’ivil-Service Reform. 
Considering that 
Mr. Cleveland was elected largely upon this 
issue, and that he made it the one con­ 
spicuous feature of the first half of his Ad­ 
ministration, this silence is signitlcent. 
And 
yet, no doubt, the Mugwumps will still con 
tinue for three months more to burn incense 
before their idol !—New York World.

m an not to catch more than 12 pounds of 
fish, the fish caught to lie weighed before the 
Justice, the fisherman to pay him SOcents for 
the benefit of the poor of the town. 
No in 
habitant of the town to have the rigid to 
catch said fish for m arket purposes, and at 
no time to be allowed to catch more than 20 
pounds of fish, the fish to Ik- caught only 
witli hook and line. 
Penalty for violation of 
the act if IO. 
Referred to the Committee of 
the Whole.

SOME RAMBLES IN RUSSIA. 


OUTLINE OF A METHODIST CLERGY­ 
MAN’S LECTURE HERE. 


Glance* at the Capital of Finland—Note* In 
St, Petersburg—Tho Passport System — 
lllg li Tariff at H otel*— Russian 


U o in e s—ti reek Church. 


Ile who travels au l keeps hi* eyes awl oars open 
—provided bt-1* a brainy man—can sc*- and hear 
inuoh of Ii, Ie rent that will Interest his fellow*. 


The Rev Dr P 9. lisbon lectured iast eveu 
ing iii the Clinton Avenue M. K. Churel), 
Kingston, on "Ram bles in Russia.” 
Ile be­ 
gan his lecture with a description of the 
steamer trip on the Baltic Sea. 
Ile said: 
" The first and only stop was m ule at Hel­ 
singfors, capital of Finland. 
This place has 
an eventful history. 
It was founded in the 
sixteenth century and has been ravaged by 
war. plague, famine and fire. 
Tho ponple 
are well dressed and as well behaved as 
those of any Continental city. 
A fter an all- 
nlght’s sail Cfonstadt, the most im portant 
seaport and naval fortress of Russia, and 
probably the most strongly fortified city in 
the world, wa* reached 
It lies at the m outh 
of the River Neva, on the banks of which 
St. Petersburg is built. 
The River Neva has 
u narrow and shallow chunnel, and to enable 
ocean steamers to reach St. Petersburg a 
canal 26 miles in length has been constructed. 
As relates to time Russia is 12 days be­ 
hind 
the 
r<*t 
of 
Europe. 
On 
no 
count of hostility to the Roml*h Church, the 
Greek Church would not adopt the Grego­ 
rian change in the calendar, and therefore 
Russia has a calendar of its own. 
A fter pass­ 
ing up the canal before mentioned, and near­ 
ing St. 
Petersburg. Uh first large object 
w hich attracts attention is the golden dome 
of St. Isaac’s Cathedral. 
The River i* filled 
with vessels of all nations.” 
Iii .speaking of his arrival at St. Peters 
burg, the lecturer said: " I had secured pass­ 
port* from the American M inster at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden. 
I had hoard that it was diffl 
cult for clergymen and Jews to enter Russia. 
Tilt- first question asked on alighting at a ho­ 
tel was • Have you a passport?’ the next, 
‘ How long do you intend to stay?’ and next, 
' AY here tire you going?’ 
When I w ent to 
Moscow I was compelled to answer these 
same questions. 
On returning to St. Peters­ 
burg I delivered my passport to a w aiter to 
have it returned in time to go to Berlin but 
there was a hitch ut tho | h>Iice office and a 
delay of a day and a cost of $2. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to enter Bassia; and the jx-ople appear 
unwilling to part with you. AN hon a Russian 
citizen leaves Ids country he is co mix-11 cd to 
ads permission of the proper authorities; 
m ust pay for the privilege and promise to re­ 
turn within a s|H-eifled time or be fined. 
Every high wav and railroad on the frontier 
i* strictly guarded,and nom are allowed to pass 
or repass except tho* - in possession of a pass­ 
port. 
Tile Russian tiro* like or cab lias the 
traces on the outer rim of the axle and 
there are immense yokes on the necks of th 
horses which are driven very fast. 
T he pave­ 
m ents of Russian cities an- simply nbotninsbli 
and totally unlike all other European cities. 
Indeed, the pavements of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow were the only things that gave* me n 
home feeling—rem inded mc of New York. 
It is an open question which lias the worst 
street*, cither as to cobble stone* or dirt 
As to the Russian hotels it may tx- said their 
most impressive feature is their high tariff 
In that respect they exceed any of the hotels 
on the Continent.” 
Later on the lecturer slid: " T he higher 
clus-es of Russia sometimes employ a* many 
a* three foreign governesses who leach the 
children the English, German aud French 
languages. 
Russians excel the people of all 
other nations in the facility with which they 
acquire foreign languages. 
Many of them 
can spx-ak four or five languages with cast 
and grace. 
St. Petersburg was 
built bv 
Peter the Great. 
It is situated on a will 
m arshy spot ou the River Neva and elevated 
but little glaive its banks. 
To build the City 
40,000 men were drafted annually from the 
most distant parts of the Empire. 
T he Czar 
superintended 
the 
work 
in person and 
while 
so 
doing 
dwelt 
in 
a 
sma 
cottage, which is still preserved. 
F o r many 
yeai s every cart and vessel coming to the City 
was compelled to bring a certain num tor of 
stones, which were used in paving the streets 
As the stone* were of all sizes and shapes the 
wretched appearance cf the streets is easily 
accounted for. 
An authority say* : 'N o one 
can have an opinion of the dangerous xituu 
lion of St. Petersburg who has not mounted 
the dome of St. Isaacs Cathedral and viewed 
the immense body of water in which the City! 
floats like a bark over laden with precious 
goods, while the wave* seem as if deriding 
the false foundations of the City.’ 
Guns are 
fired from the fortress whenever the river la; 
fin* to rise, and when it reaches a certain 
|x»int a frequent discharge of cannon warns 
the occupants of cellars to seek refuge up 
stairs. 
The City is built upon several i 
lands. 
Communication Ix-twccu these aud 
the mainland is I iv bridges. 
St. Petersburg 
is a great City, of 1,000,300 inhabitants. 
Its 
streets are straight and brood, and its public] 
buildings are numerous and built on an im 
nu-use scale. 
The City Ix-ars no comparison 
to LondoiA Berlin or Paris or even 8tockholm 
It is altogether too angular to be hand 
some and the titter destitution of trees, flow­ 
ers and shinto gives it a cold and barren up 
pearancc. 
No churches in the world rival 
those of St. Petersburg in wealth and influ 
•nee, or in treasures 
T he State Church is 
the Greek. 
It differs from the Church of 
Home in many respects. 
The Czar is its 
priest. 
The Greek Church does ii >l recog 
nize the Pope. 
It denies that the Holy Ghost 
proceeds from the Son ; rejects lilt- doctrina 
of purgatory, anil m arriage is obligatory on 
its secular clergy, although the black priests, 
the Monks, do not marry. The Greek Church 
rejects all massive images of the Savior and 
saints. 
The Russians are great church-goers. 
They go early aud late. 
The churches Ila vs 
no pews,’no reserved places in them . 
AU 
the people stand while worshiping, even th* 
Em peror himself. 
All are equal liefore- Girl, 
tile | mildest nolle and the meanest self, 
The Sabbath is not much observed, except as 
a church-going day. 
The shop? are sh u t,’n 
in England, during the hour* of public wor­ 
ship, 
hut 
all 
places 
of public 
amuse­ 
m ent are afterw ards throw n open, and there 
is nothing to remind one that tho day is re­ 
garded as holy. 
T heir worship is one of 
great pom p and magnificence, of pictured 
Saints, holy relics, processions ami banners 
Services of a modifitd form are in progress at 
all hours of the day in little shrines along tic 
busiest streets and in the very heart of tlx 
business centres. 
Tile services occupy about 
two hours,the singing being the most effective 
portion. 
Most of the prayers are intoned 
No instrum ental music is ever allowed. T iu 
Cathedral of St 
Isaac, 
a great surpri* 
in 
the m atter 
of 
wealth 
and maciiifi 
cence, 
never 
fails to excite adm iration 
It wits iu course of erection through th 
reigns cf three Czars. 
It was begun in 1813, 
and consecrated 40 years later. 
It is built of 
granite and marble. 
The foundation crest 
$1,000,000. and the total cost was $12,000, 
OOO. 
The portals, of gigantic bronze work. 
are surrounded by 112 pillars, each 00 feet 
high, magnificent, round, highly polish;*! 
colum ns of a single stone from Finland, 
weighing 128 tons each, and crowned with 
Corinthian capitals of bronze. 
The building 
is surm ounted by a dome 60 feet in diam eter 
and 296 feet high. 
T he w hole edifice is sur 
mounted by a far-sceu golden cross, the top 
of which is 336 feet from the ground.

walls ami floors of 
the 
Cathedral 
are 
of 
polished 
marble 
of 
various 
colors. 
There 
are 
others in 
St. 
Petersburg of 
beauty and of interest, bu t none are so beau­ 
tiful 
or so striking as St. Isaac’s. 
The 
house of Peter the Great is situated in a 
garden beside the River Neva. 
It is a little, 
low w oolen building 55 feet long and 20 feet 
wide and is the first building erected on the 
site of what is now the Im perial City, and 
where Peter lived while superintending the 
construction of the City. 
It is h hum ble 
house for one who has figured so largely in 
history. 
A miracle-w orkiug picture of the 
Haviour, which Peter constantly kept near 
him ,is to be found in the chapel to the left of 
the entrance.” 
"T he m arkets arc of two or three grades. 
One is for the rich and another for the |x>or. 
They are Dot unlike our own in general ap ­ 
pearance rajd furnishings except with the p re­ 


ponderance of salt fish and meats. The Jew s 
Q uarter is a surprise. 
It is a succession of 
harrow, dirty slrcetsi filled with stifling 
odors. 
The 
Russian Quarter 
presents a 
stranger sight. 
Most of the business Is done 
in a sort o? open m arket, where Russians, 
Greeks, Tartars, Cossacks and people from 
every portion of the Empire congregate. 
Secondhand clothing is sold iii immense 
quantities. 
It is a common spectacle to see 
men dressed. In the month of July, in thick, 
heavy, sweltering sheep-skius.” 
" Before I could cHin admission to the 
W inter Palace or the 'Herm itage’ it was neces­ 
sary to procure the endorsement of the Amer­ 
ican Em bassy. 
T he W inter Palace is said to 
be the finest paluee in Europe in many re 
sped*. 
It is built on an lnuuetmb SUnle, is 
four stories or 80 feet high, with a frontage 
of 453 feet, and it breadth of 330 feet. 
It is 
used for ceremonial purposes only. 
It is a 
succession of lofty halls with superb decora­ 
tions. 
Adjoining the Palace is the ‘ H erm i­ 
tage,’ a museumjof elegance, jewels, beautiful 
roses,lovely statuary,costly and world-famous 
pictures without limit. 
H ic Mining School 
Museum, with its costly collection of min-- 
end*, is probably tile richest in the world. 
Its only competitor Is the British Museum In 
Londou. 
Its specimens of gold alone? life 
worth nearly $50,000. 
In it is the largest 
single nugget of gold in the world, aud dia­ 
monds and precious stones w ithout num ­ 
ber.” 
In speaking of his trip to Moscow 
Dr. 
Gabon said: 
"M oscow has a population 
of 
800,(MS). 
It 
is 
situated 
on 
two 
rivers, 
and is 
a 
busy, 
thriving 
place. 
Historically and intrinsically it is a place of 
surpassing and surprising 
interest. 
The 
Krem lin, the ancient citadel, is surrounded 
by wulls with massive Pawers, battlements 
aud embrasures. 
It is In the heart of the 
City and entered by five gates, the princi­ 
pal of w hich is the ‘ Redeemer's G ate,’ nod 
all Russians, even the Emperor, pass it with 
uncovered heads. 
T he other attractions at 
Moscow are the tower of ‘ Ivan the T errible,’ 
the Assum ption,or Coronation C hurch,where 
the Czar and Czarinas are crowned,and where 
a church has existed since 1326; and the 
t ’hurch of the Annunciation, where the rrow n 
cd heads arc baptised and married and the Pal­ 
ace.” 
In closing his interesting lecture tile speak 
cr said: " The endless flatness of the country 
is impressive. 
I saw no mountains. 
They 
are at the extremes. 
T he portions of coun 
try I passed through were only imperfectly 
cultivated. 
The house* are mostly of one or 
one and a half stories, aud built of wood.

Nihilism is a great but hidden 
force.

* The people ot Russia are mainly 
poor, and lx-ggars abound everywhere. 
In 
Russia I never heard a clear, joyous, hearty 
laugh.

I never heard the people, in conversation, 
speak above an undertone. 
It is the most de­ 
pressing country on which the sun shines to­ 
day. 
It is Hie most absolute dcsj>otism on the 
face of the glolie. 
I ii leaving Russia I have 
two tilings for which to lx- thankful for: 
Fir*t. that I was not to rn in Russia, and see 
d u lly , tiiat I ain safely out of the country.”
